Paris, Aug. 30.—Violent artilery
fighting took place yesterday evening
at many points in the Argonne district
as a result of which the trenches of
the Germans were seriously damaged,
according to the French official reé-
port of this afternoon.
The text of the commrmunication fol-
lows:
»“Yesterday evening saw severe ar-
tillery fighting, accompanied by the
explosion of minés and engagements
with bombs and hand grenades ati a
large number of posiiions in the Ar-
gonne district. The trenches of the
enemy weré seriously damaged at
Courtes Chaussees, Meurissons, and at
Bolante.

“The advent of night brought rela-
tive qulet to this region as well as on
the rest of the front”

GERMAN

Berlin, Aug, 3230—The war office
today issued the following official
statement:

“Kastern theatre: Army group of
Field Marshal Von Hindenburg—the
troops of General Von Beseler are
stationad Iin the region surrounding
the bridgehead south of Friedrich-
stadt. In an engagement east of the
Niemen the army of General Van

£ Olitau. An additional 1,600 pris-
oners and peven n were cap-
tured. In the directiom of Grodno ths
town of Lipsk, on the Bobr river, was
taken by storm and the enemy forced
to surrender. The Lydra, a tributary
of the Sukelka, was crossed by our
troops.
